The forces of Mar- 
shal Sun Chuan-Fang, who formerly 
held the city, were preparing centers of 
resistance to the north at Kashing and 
Sungkiang. 

Shanghai, Feb. 17 (By A. P.).— 
Twenty-one warships of five foreign 
countries lay in the Whangpoo river 
here today, their fighting men ready to 
go into action if needed to protect 
foreign lives and property should they 
be menaced by the threatened invasion 
of Cantonese forces. 

Four thousand British soldiers ashore 
within the international settlements 
awaited developments; other British 
troops on the sea will bring their num- 
ber up to 16,000, unless they are di- 
verted to other ports of China. 

Five American war vesselsa—the 
Pittsburgh, Asheville, Sacramento, Ed- 
sall and McCormick—had on board 
1,100 marines aready for shore duty, 
and 1,200 other “devil dogs” were ex- 
pected from San Diego February 24.

Kansas City, Feb. 17 (By A. P.).—The 
cold wave which swept out of the far 
Northwest yesterday, causing three 
deaths in the mountain country in- 
vaded the Middlewest and Southwest 
tonight, bringing sleet and snow. 

Temperatures dropped rapidly 
throughout the Southwest, where 
springlike weather had brought flowers | 
into bloom and swelled the buds of | 
shrubs and trees. Indications eH 


that the cold would extend well into 
Téxas, which had enjoyed the warmest 
weather. 

Cold rain turned to sleet and snow 
in parts of Kansas and Missouri late 
today. In Kansas City the mercury 
dropped from 53 degrees at 11 a. m. to 
below freezing early tonight. Zero 
weather is predicted for parts of Kan- 
sas. 

The cold wave spread over Colorado 
and extended into New Mexico, where 
the mercury fell to 32 degrees this 
afternoon. Snow bianketed most of 
western Colorado and was due in the 
eastern part of the State tonight. 


Colorado Town Isolated. 


Snowslides had isolated Eureka, Colo., 
by blocking highways and railroads 
and two Denver & Rio Grande Western 
passenger trains were held in deep 
drifta on the Continental divide at 
Osier and between Chama and Cumbres, 
Colo. Two rotary plows were working 
to clear the tracks. 

Citizens near Silverton were prepar- 
ing to flee if endangered by the numer- 
ous snowslides occurring there. 

Two telephone linemen had not 
been heard from since they left yes- 
terday to repair a line 80 miles from 
Durango, Colo. 

Snowslides in the La Plata moun- 
tains, 17 miles northwest of Durango.

Lady Eleanor mine. Sixty employes 
narrowly escaped death. Buildings at 
the Matterhorn mine, 15 miles south of 
Telluride, likewise were buried by

Under cross-examination by John W

THE RADIO BILL. 


On Wednesday the Senate made the radio 
control legislation its unfinished business, and 
it was anticipated that a vote would have been 
reached yesterday. Other matters intervened, 
however, and the bill remains in status quo. 
Apparently opposition has been pretty well flat- 
tened out, although Senator Pittman, who has 
led the fight to send the measure back to con- 
ference, has announced his intention to speak 
briefly on it. 

The radio control bill Is not a perfect piece 
of legislation, but it seems to be the best ob- 
tainable. As far as the public is concerned 
it offers all that is desired, and undoubtedly 
will provide a means of clearing up the present 
chaotic state of affairs. Millions are inter- 
ested in the bill. To the man in the street it 
constitutes the most important legislation of 
the session. 

Before the legislation can be put into opera- 
tion the P vsident must select five men who 
are to make up the radio commissjon, which 
will have complete control of the situation 
for one year and advisory control thereafter, 
and send their names to the Senate for con- 
firmation. This should be done before March 
4, which makes speedy enactment of the bill 
an urgent necessity. Probably it will be 
brought up today. and if there should develop 
an attempt to talk it to death a cloture rule 
limiting debate should be adopted forthwith. 


FOREIGN TRADE PIRATES 


All the producing countries are naturally 
seeking to extend their trade, to open up new 
markets for their surplus. This is right and 
according to the laws of nature, but there are 
tricks that are not laudable, even though they 
do not reach the depths of dishonesty. Some 
of those tricks have just been made known 
to American business men by the Department 
of Commerce. let the report of the depart- 
ment tell the story. It says: 


An artifice which has long been prac- 
ticed is the piracy of American trade- 
‘marks and labels by prospective dealers 
in anticipation of trade in the merchan- 
dise so marked. A fresh instance of this 
hind has been noticed recently in a cer- 
tain forefgn country. A firm In the cap- 
ital of that nation wished to represent a 
particular line of American goods, It 
wrote in for samples and terms, and the 
American company replied with an ac 
ceptance of the proposed representation 
and the submittal of samples and de- 
acriptive literature, In less than two 
months the prospective agent had applied 
for registration in his own country of the 
entire label on the American product, ex- 
cluding the verbal trade-mark whteh had 
previously been fegistered by the Amer!t- 
can concern. The net result is that the 
————— goods will either be subject to 
confiscation when they arrive or that a 
cheaper imitation product will be set up 
in competition with the genuine. 

A report of a somewhat similar case 
comes from another region of the world. 
A foreign manufacturing concern obtained 
n sample of an American device and ad- 
vertising circulars describing it Shortly 
thereafter there appeared on the market, 
in this foreign country, exact duplicates 
of the American product.

COMMUNITY HEAT. 


An experiment in community heating is 
getting under way in Cincinnati. The local 
public utility company, which furnishes both 
gas and electricity to the city, is completing a 
survey of an area comprising nine city blocks 
in the heart of the office and retail shopping 
zone. Later it plans to petition the souncil 
for a franchise granting the rigDs to lay pipes

buildings within the sone. The plan is not 
new, having been used both in this country and 
abroad, but the area to be served in Cincin- 
nati is larger than that served by other central 
heating plants, and the utility company plans 
to extend the system in similar units as the 
demand warrants. 

The day\is not far distant when heat will 
be purchased, just as gas, water and electricity 
are bought now. The small individual heating 
plant is uneconomic, A single large modern 
plant can be operated scientifically and with 
‘saving to the heat user. In addition, the in- 
dividual user will not be obliged to tie up 
money in his winter's coal supply. He will 


have no problem of ash disposal and boiler re-. 


placement. The smoke nuisance can be more 
effectively controlled with only one plant to 
be watched instead of a hundred. 

Other communities will watch the Cincin- 
nati experiment with interest. Should the 
scheme prove commercially practicable in the 
Ohio city, similar installations may be expected 
to follow. 


MASSACHUSETTS MALICE 


It looks as though Senator Gillett, of Massa- 
chusetts, had malice in his heart when he pre- 
sented the petition of the National Lincoln- 


Douglass Colored American Conference to the 
Senate on Tuesday last.

In the Record brought to the front pages of 
that publication a fact which senators of the 
Dixie contingent would prefer to have hidden 
for some future generations. The petitioners 
draw a bill of indictment against those States 
which, while loudest in demanding the strict 
enforcement of the eighteenth amendment, are 
quiet about the nonenforcement of the earlier 
amendments. “Municipal betterments and 
sanitary precautions, which today are re- 
garded as imperative to health and progress,” 
says the petition, ‘have a strange way of 
avoiding residential sections in which colored 
people dwell, own property and pay taxes 
thereon for the benefit of all." And this con- 
dition, it Is pointed out, ‘is due to our weak- 
ened political position following general dis- 
franchisement and our exclusion from the 
authorized forums of legislative debate.” 

The petitioners set forth that they make no 
appeal to either political party in Congress, but 
simply ask a respectful hearing to the end that 
Congress will carry out its duty to provide 
“republican forms of government in every 
State of the Union.’ They ask for legislation 
“to reduce State representation in the Federal 
House in proportion to adult disfranchisement; 
to forbid denial of accommodation or segrega 
tion, by or for race or color, in interstate car- 
riers and in all public places and facilities in 
Federal property or in other Federal domains; 
and more adequately

FEWER SHIRTS. 


lhe biennial census of manufactures taken 
the Department of Commerce, 
considerable increases for 19265 as compared to 
1923 in practically every industrial group. The 
ahirt induatry, however, has not fared so well, 
The value of the products of that ind\stry to 
1923 was approximately $241,000,000, where 
as two years later it was only $226,000,000 

The department offers several reasons for 
the decline in shirt making. In the first place 
a considerable number of establishments which 
reported for 1923 had gone out of business 
before the beginning of 19256 Furthermore, 
some establishments reported that they had 
done no manufacturing during the latter year, 
and a number that were engaged in the making 
of shirts in 1923 reported other commodities 
as their principal products in 1925, and there- 
fore were listed under other industries. In 
addition, several were idle all of 1925, and 
some whose products in 1923 were valued at 
more than $6,000 reported less than that 
amount for 1925, which automatically removes 
them from the tabulation. 

None of the explanations, however, serves 
to explain away the fact that the value of 
the products has declined. The matter as- 
sumes special significance in view of the fact 
that population increased considerably over 
the same period. .The natural assumption is

Dry Legislation. 

Philadelphia Public Ledger: The drys 
are now demanding cloture to smother 
the wet minority in the Senate. Foes 
of prohibition are accused of blocking 
needed dry legislation. Certainly for 
about three years pronibition measures 
have had a great deal of bad luck in 
Congress, and particularly in the Sen- 
ate. The drys want the reorganization 
civil service bill passed.
